Sunshiny Weather 
Causes No 
Excitement

PARIS — Spring came to Paris the 


Jirst week-end in May and found the 
occupied city little changed except 
ror lack of food and the presence of 
"rerman troops. 


The first warm sunshiny weather 


of the current season drew crowds 
lo the Champs Elysses and the boule- 
vards and attracted thousands lo the 
woods and. race tracks/-, 


Merchants and restaurant owners 


were hard pressed to servo customers. 
Bars and tea shops had lines wait- 
Ing outside. 


There still was little moat in Paris 


and few eggs, but larger supplies of 
green vegetables were arriving from 
the country. Business was picking up 
too. Authorized sources estimated the 
daily decline in unemployment fi- 
gures was averaging three thousand 
for the Paris region. 


In three weeks, these sources said, 


Ihere will be no unemployment in the 
Paris region if the present rate of re- 
hiring continues. Figures, however, are 
based on the census method which 
considers a family with one son em- 
ployed at sufficient rale of pay to 
provide necessities as completely out- 
side unemployment field with-out re- 
gard for the number of employable 
sons living together. 


Lack of gasoline for civilian popu- 


lation mcanl slreels were, filled wilh 
bicycles, probably the grealest throng 
since warm weather returned. Those 
who could not go to the woods on 
foot bought or borrowed bicycles or 
hired "taxis," which arc little trail- 
ers pulled by two cyclists. Many traf- 
fic accidents on the boulevards drew 
crowds of curious spectators. Broken 
bicycle wheels, skinned knees

This directs your attention to the 
small object, and makes It srem 
more prominent—even though it 
actually Isn't any larger. 


Try these methods, next time
